AUTOMOBILE CRIMES

When the West was young,'a
great body of the law, and much
litigation, referred to. the horse.
This was due to the high social
position held by the horse dur-
ing Vigilante days, when horse
stealing was the one unforgiv-
able sin, calling for summary
Jjustice via the nearest tree limb.

Today, a long list of offenses
is-identified with-the ownership
and operation of automobiles.
In_California, a large part of
the new Vehicle Code is devoted
to-crimes which-refer to -motor
vehicles. These laws havé been
termed “highly penal” and are
strictly enforced and construed:
A few of the more important
ones are discussed below.

Unlicensed Driver: It Is a mis-
demeanor to.drive a car on Cal-
ifornia highways without legal
and unrevoked driver's license.

Unauthorized Use of Vehicle:
A person who takes or drives
the vehicle of another without con-
sent is guilty of a felony under
the Vehicle Act, which law con-|
trols the Penal Code scction|
making the same offénse mere-
ly a misdemeanor. The penalty
is fixed at 5 years.

Driving While Intoxicated:
This crime may be cither a fel-
ony or a misdemeanor, accord-
ing to the facts of the case. The
heavier penalty is enforced
where serious bodily injury is
caused by the drunk driving.
Killing * a person while being:
drunk, is second degree murder
~—such driver is being held ‘to
have been engaged in the com-
mission of a felony by recason of
the intoxication, and thus com-
ing within the statutory defin-
ition of second degrec murder.

To sustain conviction of drunk
driving, it must be shown: 1.
that defendant was driving the
lcar. 2. that car was operated
on public highway.

“But_ all persons who abet the
driving of a vehicle by one who
is ‘intoxicated may be held as
principals, also. The degrec of
intoxication that must’ be prov-
en is only.that which impairs one’s
driving ability to a point below
that of 'the ordinary prudent
person. The repeal of the 18th
Amendment and of the Cali-
fornia Wright Act has no effect
upon the lability of a person
under' the drunk driving statute,

Reckless Driving: Speed, usu-
ally but not always, is the gjst
of " this action. Any departure

ards of driving will support con-
viction. Authorized emergency
vehicles, such as ambulences,
police cars, ‘etc., ‘are relieved of
the provisions i‘e]aung to speed.

The code specifically provides
that “speed trap" evidence may
and
further -provides that all officers
patrolling public highways under
the Vehicle Act must wear dis-
tinctive uniforms, and operate
only in cars of a' white coloring.
This rule. does not prevent a
city police officer from making
such arrest on the city streets,
although not in a car of the pre-
scribed . color,

Fallure to Act After Collision:
